DOC. REG. (73) 3 "WHEN ONE OR MORE MEMBER GOVERNMENTS 
THEN RESERVE THEIR POSITION WITHOUT PUTTING QUESTIONS, 
CONFIDENTIAL

THE CASE WILL BE RESCHEDULED FOR 14 CALENDAR DAYS LATER. 
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SUCH GOVERNMENT OR GOVERNMENTS WILL BE EXPECTED TO STATE 
A FINAL VIEW OR POSE QUESTIONS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE BUT 
IN NO EVENT LATER THAN THE DATE OF RESCHEDULING." 

WHILE THE DELEGATE UNDERSTOOD THE DIFFICULTY IN WHICH 
THE UNITED STATES DELEGATE FOUND HIMSELF, HE WOULD 
NEVERTHELESS URGE HIM TO ASK HIS AUTHORITIES TO ACCELE- 
RATE THEIR EXECUTION OF THIS CASE SO AS TO COMPLY WITH
